Reorganization Puts War Dept. General Staff 
| in Control; More Air Autonomy; ASF Abolished 


Foreshadowing the permanent form the | is strengthened, but, more important, its 





post-war military establishment will take, 
the Secretary of War this week announced 
a reorganization under which the War 
Department General Staff becomes the 
dominant factor not only in the formation 
of plans but also in the direction, coordi- 
nation, and supervision of virtually all 
operations of the Army. 

The reorganization becomes effective 11 
July and will be based on WD circular 
138, the full text of which is printed in 
this issue of the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL 
beginning on page 1133. 

As was anticipated, the Army Service 
Forces was abolished as such and its func- 
tions redistributed. 

The nine Service Commands were abol- 
ished and six “Army Areas” set up in 
their place, each under an Army Com- 
mander.

Pay Raise Legislation 


Early action on pay-raise bills now on 
the calendar of the Senate was forecast 
this week when, following the passage of 
the draft extension legislation, Senator 
Revercomb, W. Va., sought unanimous 
consent to take up 8S. 20388, the bill he in- 
troduced for the increase of enlisted 
men’s pay. 


Pleading that more members of the 
Senate Military Committee should be 
present at the Senate session “to ascer- 
tain whether in their judgment the bill 
should be taken up at this time,” Senator 
Gurney, 8S, Dak., a co-introducer with Sen- 
ator Revercomb and Senator Wilson, 
Iowa, of a pay-increase bill tied in with 
a draft extension provision, said “I hope 
the Senate will not consider merely a pay- 
increase bill at this time, but will look at 
the larger problem, the necessity for in- 
stance of discharging veterans, the neces- 
sity of fixing a maximum length of ser- 
vice to be required of each inductee, and 
many other matters which will come up 
when we consider the more comprehen- 
sive measure.” 


Pressing for action on his pay-increase 
bill, Senator Revercomb stated “I want 
the effect of the pay increase at once, so 
that the pay of the enlisted men may be 
raised, and so that we may have the bene- 
fit of the inducement of increased pay for 
further enlistments for the 6 weeks until 
July 1. The sole purpose is to increase 
voluntary enlistments.” 


Referring to the pay-increase bill, H. 
R. 6084, passed by the House, and sent to 
the Senate, Senator Gurney said “I be- 
lieve we should reconcile the two bills”: 
(H.R. 6084 and S. 2038) “that is, to pro- 
vide equal rates of pay in the Senate bill 
and in the House bill.” 

Discussion was shut off by the objec- 
tion of Senator Hart, Conn., to its imme- 
diate consideration, the Senator stating 
“the measure—is very important. It is of 
vast scope ... it is allied with many other 
subjects, I believe that the hour is too 
late, and that there are not enough sena- 
tors present to consider it at this time, 
and I regret that I am obliged to object.” 





representation on the new and more 
powerful General Staff is vestly increased. 
The Simpson Board report, on which the 
new reorganization is based, gives the Air 
Forces a 50 per cent representation on the 
General Staff. As of 1 March there were 
123 Air officers on the General Staff in- 
cluding six general officers and 35 colonels. 
Under the Board’s recommendations the 
number will be increased to more than 
600. 

It also was announced that the Depart- 
ment will propose legislation to abolish 
the Chiefs of Infantry, Cavalry, Field 
Artillery and Coast Artillery, positions 
which have been unoccupied since the 
Army Ground Forces were established, 
and to merge the Field and Coast Artil- 
lery into a single Artillery arm such as 
existed before their separation in 1907,

Advisors to Chief of Staff 

A special “Chief of Staff's Advisory 
Group” was established 15 May to advise 
and assist the Chief of Staff on matters 
pertaining to long-range planning. 

Initially the following officers comprise 
the Group: 

Lt. Gen. Wade H. Haislip, Maj, Gen. 
Howard M. Snyder, Maj. Gen. Alexander 
D. Surles, Maj. Gen. Gilbert R. Cook, and 
Brig. Gen. William E. Hall, 

Instructions state that “the group will 
review and comment on studies and plans 
which may be referred to them for such 
action and may individually or as a group 
initiate recommendations and suggestions 
on any matter affecting the Army to the 
Chief of Staff. They will not interfere 
with staff operation, will not issue direc- 
tives nor become operative.” 

It is intended that the group be con- 
sulted freely by the commanding generals 
of the Air, Ground and Service Forces 
especially on new matters affecting long- 
range plans prior to their submission to 
the Chief of Staff. 





End Permanent Limited Service 

The physical classification of “perma- 
nent limited service” will be abolished for 
Regular Army officers 31 Dec., 1946. 

Each Regular Army officer presently 
classified as permanent limited service 
will be ordered to appear before a dis- 
position board for physical reclassifica- 
tion prior to 31 Oct. 

Details are contained in War Depart- 
ment Circular 139. 





Raps Criticism of Army 

Under Secretary of War Royall, ad- 
dressing the Society of the Cincinnati in 
Washington, D. C., 11 May, scored current 
criticism of the Army.

Services’ Agreement 
Sought by Secretaries 


The Secretaries of War and Navy were 
called to the White House this week and 
directed by President Truman to bring 
together their “points of agreement” on 
the proposed unification of the armed 
forces in a compromise plan acceptable to 
both major services. 

The President made no direct demands 
but expressed the hope that the Secre- 
taries and their top military and naval 
aides would get together “in an effort to 
have all differences ironed out by 381 
May.” Secretaries Patterson and For- 
restal accordingly scheduled their first 
meeting for 20 May. 

At the White House conference on 13 
May, the President asked the two Cabinet 
members to “list their points of agree- 
ment and disagreement” and report to 
him by 31 May on their success in com- 
posing a plan in line with his merger ob- 
jective, but one that would have complete 
support of the executive branch ‘before 
discussion on unification is resumed in 
Congress. 

Congress Delays Action 

The President's intervention in the 
merger dispute followed the observation 
of Senator David I. Walsh (D-Mass), 
chairman of the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee, that although there were 
“many points of agreement between the 
services,” the pending merger bill, S. 2044, 
tended to emphasize their differences. He 
subsequently told the AkRMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL that neither his committee nor 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee, of 
which Senator Elbert D. Thomas (D- 
Utah), is chairman, will press action 
on unification until after the 31 May date 
set by the President. 

Secretaries Patterson and Forrestal 
displayed a “very cooperative attitude” 
on the matter of merger, according to 
Presidential Secretary Charles Ross, and 

are known to have as major “points of 
agreement” a Council of Common De- 
fense, a National Resources Planning 
soard, and a Central Intelligence Agency, 
all of which are included in a plan in- 
troduced some time ago by the Navy. 


Autonomous Air Force 


Autonomy for the Army Air Forces, 
with the creation of a Cabinet post for 
air, was foreseen this week as one point 
of agreement as long as the Navy is as- 
sured of retention of its own air arm. 

The separate Air Force appears as ful- 
fillment of earlier plans to establish the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force with equal 
status under a Secretary of Common De- 
fense, a plan opposed by the Navy beeause 
it would deprive the Navy of her Cabinet 
post and independent department status. 

At a press conference in Tokyo 11 May, 
General of the Army Dwight. D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, denied charges read 
before the Senate Naval committee last 
week by General A. A. Vandegrift, Ma- 
rine Corps Commandant, that “the very 
existence of the Marine Corps stood as a 
continuing affront to the War Depart- 
ment General Staff,” declaring that such 
a statement represented a “misconcep- 
tion.”

Although the War and Navy Secre- 
taries announced that they would begin 
their “reconciliation of views” on 20 May, 
they were together the last four days on 
a joint visit to the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis and the Military Academy at 
West Point. Accompanied by General 
Thomas T. Handy, Deputy Chief of Staff, 
and Admiral DeWitt C. Ramsey, Vice 
Chief of Naval Operations, in the ab- 
sence of General Eisenhower and Fleet 
Admiral Nimitz, the Cabinet men were to 
inspect the service academies and jointly 
discuss their problems. 


Gen. Eisenhower's Statement 

General Eisenhower’s remarks on 11 
May at a press conference in Tokyo, were 
subsequently released by the War De- 
partment as follows: 

“I have seen only garbled reports of Gen- 
eral Vandegrift’s statement before the Sen- 
ate. I am quite sure that I have not seen a 
completely accurate report of it since even 
messages to or from the War Department day 
by day are so garbled that they are sent back 
for service. There are one or two points that 
seemed to be clear and they are difficult for 
me to understand. To intimate first of all 
that it is even important what any Army 
man thinks about the Marines is a bit beside 
the point. That point is not at issue in the 
proposition of unifying the services under the 
President’s plan. There is no intimation in 
the President’s plan that any service will be 
dominated by another. The plan is merely to 
provide unified civilian control at the top and 
to get unified civilian examination of these 
problems in the Congress. 

“Now there is the intimation nevertheless 
that the War Department or I personally de- 
sire to abolish the Marines. Well, where any 
such misconception came from is far beyond 
me. No one, I think, has paid greater tribute 
to the war record of the Marines for more 
than a century and three-quarters than I 
have. They have conducted operations, par- 
ticularly landing operations, of great brilli- 
ancy. The only thing that I have intimated in 
that respect is this. I feel that the United 
States cannot afford to provide and maintain 
two great forces, both of which have identical 
missions, conducting great landing opera- 
tions, I must go back again to my own ex- 
perience on the other side of the world. 

“You will recall that we did not have just 
a succession of island hoppings and landings 
with the Hinterland to be cleaned up very 
quickly thereafter. We landed only to con- 
duct great campaigns. The forces that you 
put on shore in such operations may not 
safely be taken out to be replaced by others. 
You haven’t the time to put in, let us say, 
three or four divisions, get your beachhead, 
then rush others in to replace them and take 
out the original ones. That is the most waste- 
ful and dangerous kind of thing I can con- 
ceive of, for after two complete turn arounds 
of the ships that will haul three divisions you 
still have only three divisions ashore—and 
you need them faster than that when you are 
fighting a continental war. That means that 
the Army must be able to conduct amphibious 
operations. In General Vandegrift’s state- 
ment, I saw the intimation that the Army did 
not know how. 

Amphibious Army 

“There were in this war 33 Army divisions 
highly trained in amphibious operations, and 
28 of those divisions made one or more am- 
phibious landings in the war in the Pacific 
and in the European Theater. In no instance 
was one of them a failure. The attack on 
Omaha Beach by the First and 29th divisions 
was certainly against as stiff an opposition 
and under the most difficult conditions that 
an attack could be dreamed of. It was with 
tides of 18 feet, with storms in the channel, 
with all beaches strewn and covered with

the worst kind of obstacles—I mean steel 
obstacles, each one of which was mined. Those 
two divisions went in and carried that thing 
out successfully. They were doing something 
that certainly could not have been done with- 
out amphibious skill and training. 


“I should like to make one point clear about 
this discussion of unification of the Armed 
Forces. I personally believe that we should 
have unified civilian control at the top, but 
it came to be a service argument, with every- 
body in khaki uniform back from Europe 
with no slightest intimation that they were 
on one side and everybody in blue on the 
other. I thought it was a matter of personal 
conviction based, let us say, on the lessons 
you thought you had learned in the war. The 
President proposed it, and the Senate Sub- 
Committee wrote the bill. 

“It was not the Army’s initiative that 
brought this about, and I think it is deplor- 
able that the matter has become, before the 
public and before all of us, an Army-Navy 
fight. I think it is almost tragic that we 
should have one great service lined up in 
support of an idea they believe to be right and 
have the other service condemning it as a 
nefarious plot to seize control over all services 
and the whole nation. I don’t understand it. 
When I came back to the United States and 





went before the Senate Committee, I was 
strengthened in my viewpoint by the report 
which I had received that such people as Ad- 
miral Nimitz and Admiral Halsey, for both 
of whom I have the most unbounded respect, 
were in favor of unification. I knew that two 
or three of the Senior Naval Officers with 
whom I talked in Europe were convinced 
that it was correct. 
stand how it developed before the public as 
a service fight—one service against the other. 
I believe that as an adjunct of the Navy and 
the fleet, and for carrying out naval func- 
tions, the Marines have a very 
place in our defense structure and I would 
certainly be the last one to advocate their 
abolition. 

“I repeat: After the President put his 
scheme in his message to Congress I see no 
reason for saying it was a War Department 
plan or a War Department proposal in the 
first instance. I am sure that I have not seen 
all of General Vandegrift’s statement because 
he, himself, is a gallant, able soldier, and I 
am certain he would not accuse the War De- 
partment or the Army of not being able to 
earry out amphibious operations. I think the 
record is quite clear on that point.”

Army Reorganization 
(Continued from First Page) 
and to combine the Cavalry and Armored 
Force into a single Armored Cavalry. 
The newly established areas are shown 
on the map reproduced on page 1134 of 


this issue, while the organization chart 


for the War Department is printed on 
this page. 
The reorganization will be the basis 


for permanent legislation for the post-war 
army. The reorganization is accomplished 
under authority of the War Powers Act 
which will expire six months after the ofli- 
cial end of the war. However, before that 
time it is understood that the reorganiza- 
tion will be restudied and the permanent 
form either put into effect under author- 
ity of the President's reorganization law 
or by a Congressional revision of the Na- 


tional Defense Act. In view of the in- 
terest in Congress it is likely that the 


latter course will be pursued. 

Should the Air Force be separate from 
the War Department either by a merger 
ina Department of Common Defense or 
by the creation of a separate Department 
of the Air, all that need be done is to 
Withdraw the Air Forces’ members on the 
War Department General Staff and the 
separation will be complete. 

The new policy states that the War 
Department General Staff will be “ respon- 
sible for the development of the Army 
and will insure the existence of a well- 
balanced and efficient militar y team,” and 
Will issue the “necessar Vv directives to im- 
plement such plans and policies and super- 
Vises the execution of these directives.” 

Spec ifically, the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff will “plan, direct, coordinate, 
and supervise.” 

The major divisions of the War De- 
partment General Staff will each be 
headed by a director instead of an as- 
sistant Chief of Staff as at present. Maj.

Chief of Staff (G-1 ) will become Director

ATC Takes Mr. Hoover on World 
Survey 


The Air Transport Command played 
an outstanding part in the success of Mr. 
Hoover’s recent global food survey. Gen- 
erals George and Saville placed at the dis- 
posal of Mr. Hoover a C-54-E equipped 
with office and six sleeping berths; and a 


highly experienced crew which stayed 
with the ship all the way around the 
world. 


In addition to the main ship, two C-47s 
were placed at Mr. Hoover's disposal in 
Europe for special trips. One of these 
C-47s was used to carry a party of ten 
American newspaper men and photo- 
graphers who accompanied the Hoover 
mission. 

From Vienna onward, the Air Trans- 
port Command brought another C-54 into 
the picture. This was a service plane 
which carried extra engines, propellers, 
and spare parts, and a maintenance crew 
of one dozen men to take care of Mr. 
Hoover's ship, on which two engines were 
changed in the course of the 35,000 mile 
journey. As a result of this service, and 
thanks to the fine supervision of Major 
Mae Odrum, who commanded Mr. 
Hoover’s plane, the schedule was carried 
out perfectly and there was never a min- 
ute of delay in taking off during the en- 
tire period of 57 days. To the contrary, 
the plane often took off some minutes 
ahead of the scheduled time of departure. 

The highlight of the entire trip was a 
farewell dinner given by Mr. Hoover in 
Honolulu to the members of his mission 
and to all of the officers and enlisted men 
of the two C-54s. At this dinner Mr. 
Hoover, who is always his happiest when 
he is with his working associates, pre- 
sented a certificate commemorating the 
trip to each member of the entire party. 
The certificate was as follows:

The next morning, when Mr. Hoover 
boarded his plane, he noticed inscribed 
on the bow of the ship the name, “Faith- 
full Cow”. The ship had gradually come 
to be known by this name in the course 
of the trip. The soldier in Honolulu who 
painted the name on the bow added an 
extra “lI” to the “Faithful”; and all, in- 
cluding Mr. Hoover, decided that this 
should remain untouched. 

Indeed, the plane had served most 
faithfully, and next week this same plane 
and crew are off for a two weeks’ survey 
with Mr. Hoover and his mission in South 
America.

General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff, arrived at Nan- 
king 9 May but remained there only five 
hours. He conferred with General of the 
Army George C. Marshall, special envoy 
to China, and lunched with Generalissimo 
and Mme. Chiang Kai-shek. 

Flying on to Tokyo, General Eisenhower 
was met at Etsugi Airfield by General of 
the Army Douglas MacArthur. 

A three-day inspection tour of Eighth 
Army installations had been completed by 
14 May. General Eisenhower said that he 
found the Bighth Army, commanded by 
Lt. Gen. Robert L. Eichelberger, “far 
above what I could possibly expect.” 

The dock areas of the ports of Kobe and 
Osaka were inspected 14 May. Un- 
scheduled stops were made while General 





Eisenhower questioned soldiers about 
their affairs. 
General Eisenhower was in Hilo, 


Hawaii, 16 May, where he said that Army 
installations inspected during the tour 
were in “surprisingly good shape.” 

At General Eisenhower’s first stopping 
point on the tour, Hamilton Field, Calif., 
there was no inspection of installations 
in the area but the Chief of Staff was met 
by Maj. Gen. Willis H. Hale, commanding 
general of the Fourth Air Force. Others 
present to greet him were: Brig. Gen. D. 
©. Strother, commander of the West Coast 
Wing of the Air Transport Command’s 
Pacific Division ; Brig. Gen. H. F. Nichols, 
representing the Sixth Army, and Col. 
Howard B. Engler, commanding officer 
of Hamilton Field. 

Generals Hale and Strother were co- 
hosts to General Eisenhower and his party 
at a dinner at the Hamilton Field Officers’ 
Club. General Nichols and Colonel Eng- 
ler also attended the dinner. 





Armored Conference 
The Armored Conference opened at the 
Armored School, Ft. Knox, Ky., 13 May, 
under the direction of Maj. Gen. Hugh J. 
Gaffey, commandant of the Armored 
School. 
Much of the first day was taken up with 
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a display of armored vehicles of various 
types, including new tanks and personnel 
carriers, and a demonstration of their 
mobility under varying conditions. This 
was followed by a fire power demonstra- 
tion in which tanks and self-propelled 
vehicles demonstrated direct fire. 

Also of interest were new types of mine 
demolition equipment including improved 
bangalore torpedoes and a torpedo which 
is rocket propelled along the ground to the 
desired position in the mine field. 

The second day of the conference in- 
cluded lectures on the relationship be- 
tween armor and test responsibilities of 
AGF Boards 1 and 2, by Col. G. O. Kurtz 
and Brig. Gen. H. M. Hartness. Maj. Gen. 
L. M. Groves lectured on atomic energy. 
Col. G. W. Read, jr., of AGF Board 2, 
spoke on latest thought and development 
of armored equipment. Col. G. M. Taylor, 
Office of the Chief of Ordnance, lectured 
on guns and ammunition as applied to 
tank and anti-tank uses. Lectures were 
also delivered on electronics and radar 
and automotive equipment. 

Cel. J. B. Colby, Office of the Chief of 
Ordnance, opened the third day with a 
discussion of the current trend in com- 
ponent development. Col. G. W. Trichel, 
War Department Special Staff, lectured 
on the subject of guided missiles 16 May. 

General Jacob L. Devers, commanding 
general of the Army Ground Forces, ad- 
dressed the conference 16 May on the sub- 
ject of AGF policy and actions. 

The remainder of the week was taken 
up with round table discussions and com- 
mittee studies.

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Adm. Nimitz on Tour 


Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
Chief of Naval Operations, delivered 
four brief addresses in three days in a 
tour of the midwest this week during 
which he officially closed Navy units at 
Notre Dame and Northwestern Universi- 


ties. 

Admiral Nimitz spoke at South Bend, 
Ind., 15 May, at Evanston, Ill, 16 May, 
and in St. Louis yesterday appeared at 
a Boy Scout gathering in the afternoon 
and at a Navy League meeting in the 
evening. 

He lauded the contributions of Notre 
Dame and Northwestern in training Re- 
serve officers for the Navy, At South 
Bend, he said: 

“Few institutions, not excepting the two 
great service academies, have contributed 
more than Notre Dame in preparing young 
men for the arduous and dangerous duty of 
driving a cunning and powerful enemy back 
across the sea, There are nearly .10,000 men 
who can speak proudly of having won their 
commissions in the Navy at this great uni- 
versity. 

“Father O'Donnell, you sent forth to me, 
as to other naval commands on every ocean 
and continent, men who had become imbued 
with more than the mechanical knowledge of 
warfare. 

“Somehow, in the crowded hours of their 
preparation for the grim business of war, 
they absorbed not only Norte Dame’s tradi- 
tional fighting spirit, but the _ spiritual 
strength, too, that this University imparts to 
all, regardless of creed, who come under its 
influence. 

“The naval chapter in Notre Dame's his- 
tory is closing. Statistically, 12,269 men at- 
tended midshipman schoo! here, and 9,099 
were commissioned in the Naval Reserve, 290 
in the Marines. Some 9,200 graduated from 








your V-12 program, An appreciable number 
have dggided to make the Navy their career. 
The ificen influence of this University 
on the Navy will be felt far into the future.” 

Northwestern University’s similar con- 
tribution was also lauded: 

“More than 22,000 men attended your mid- 
shipman’s school, and more than 20,000 of 
them went forth from Northwestern, some 
eventually to command their own ships. 

“That is a greater number by a full third 
than all the reserve officers in the entire 
Navy in 1940, the last year of peace. 

“Northwestern graduated more than 1,100 
V-12 students, of whom nearly 200 became 
medical and dental officers of the Navy. Over 
4,000 men graduated from your radio school. 

“The Navy well knows Northwestern's 
great record, and appreciates it to the full- 
est.” 

The St. Louis Boy Scouts were told of 
the creation of the Sea Scouts, and how 
100,000 of them volunteered for the Navy 
at the start of the war. In April 1942, 
when the Navy embarked on its new 
program of small combat craft, Secretary 
of the Navy Frank Knox had called on 
Chief Scout Executive James BP. West 
to help recruit officer material from the 
men who had been Sea Scouts, Admiral 
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Nimitz stated. 


“Five thousand were neeued, Seven thou- 
sand volunteered, and 6,082 were commissioned 
in the Naval Reserve. I am happy that Col- 
onel Knox lived long enough to see full justi- 
fication of his faith in the Sea Scouts. 

“I told you that over a million, or about 
40 per cent of the men whom I commanded 
in the Pacific had been Boy Scouts. But that 
40 per cent won 60 per cent of the decorations 
awarded for valor. 

“That was no mere coincidence, Every med- 
al for bravery is proof positive that the wear- 
er possessed strength of character to coor- 
dinate mind and muscle in a desperate emer- 
gency. And the creed of the Boy Scout teaches 
just that—coordination of body, brain and 
heart, of mind and muscle and soul, I know 
that and I saw it proved.” 

Admiral Nimitz praised

1. Maintenance in accordance with professiona] studies of our national needs and inter- 
national commitments, of Regular Establishinents organized and trained to utilize and em- 
ploy materials of war developed by continuing Scientific research, and backed by Industry 
and Labor kept intimately familiar with the manufacture of such materials. 

2. Reconstruction of National Guard and Reserve components Syrkty aided and en- 
couraged to maximum efficiency, and effectively coordinated with the Regular Services, and 
universal military training. 

3. Increase in active and retired pay and allowances to meet risen costs so as to enable 
maintenance of American standards of living, and protection of such pay from reduction 
through income taxes, 

4. Institution of orderly promotion systems in the Regular Establishments with recogni- 
tion of war service and war ranks, to prevent future stagnation, and to insure the mainte- 
nance of high professional standards. 

5. Continuance and expansion of service schools, including the Army and Navy Staff 
College, attendance of which shall be open to National Guard and Reserve Officers. 

6. Suitable rank and retirement benefits for former enlisted personnel and warrant officers 
who served as commissioned officers during the war. 

7. Grant of the same rights and benefits to those who elect to remain in the Services as 
will be enjoyed by the discharged veterans. 

8. Upward revision of pension scales to assure Service widows and dependents a living 
income. 

9. Compensation for Service personnel who use privately owned automobiles on govern- 
ment business. 

10. Maintenance of stock piles of strategic materials. 





RESIDENT TRUMAN’S veto of the bill creating a special Optometry Corps in 

the Army is a good omen for the orderly development of the post-war Armed 
Forces. The House and Senate enacted the measure at the behest of one group and 
over the protest of Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, The Surgeon General of the Army, 
who explained that such precipitous recognition of one group would upset plans for 
the reorganization of the Medical Department. General Kirk is working on a plan 
for the organization of a “Medical Service Corps” which would take in officers with 
special scientific and administrative training, such as Optometrists, as well as spe- 
cialists in sanitation, medical administrative officers, and pharmacists. By setting 
up a special corps for Optometrists, Congress would have interfered with the pro- 
gressive development of General Kirk’s plans for reorganizing the Medical Depart- 
ment on the basis of the lessons learned during the war. That President Truman 
recognized this situation and vetoed the bill is an indication not only that he has 
complete faith and confidence in his Surgeon General but also that he believes the 
Army Medical Department itself should be permitted to work out its future on the 
basis of the professional evaluation of the lessons of the war. Any action of Congress 
should be based upon such professional studies and not be independent of them. The 
record of the Medical Department has been so brilliant in a war where our men 
were exposed to strange diseases and plagues all over the world and where modern 
weapons threatened utter destruction, that Congress should be particularly wary 
of upsetting its organization or progress. What it should do is to make General 
Kirk a lieutenant general, just as the Surgeon General of the Navy is a vice admiral, 
so that the prestige of rank will support and bolster the plans he puts before the 
War Department General Staff and Congress. 


WO items have appeared in the news this week which have a direct connection 

—the announcement by Radio Corporation of America of the part it played in 
the development of Sonar and the admission of the German Admiral Doenitz that 
the Nazi U-boat campaign was beaten by American detection and location devices. 
With the lifting of security restrictions, it can now be told that Sonar (Sound-Navi- 
gation-and-Ranging) was one of the principal weapons that enabled the Allied forces 
to find the enemy submarines and to blast them out of the water. Admiral Doenitz 
states that detection devices (which included Sonar and Radar) dealt an “epileptic 
stroke” to the Nazi submarine fleet in July of 1942 when the German U-boats were 
on the verge of winning the Battle of the Atlantic. The Navy’s own figures show 
that in May, June, and July of 1943, 120 German submarines were operating in the 
Atlantic and that 108 of these were located and sunk. In the Far Eastern War, too, 
Sonar played a vital part, one fine example being that of the destroyer-escort USS 
England which sank six submarines in the Pacific in 11 days by means of Sonar 
equipment. To such a fine state of perfection was the device developed that between 
V-B day and V-J day only one Allied ship was lost to submarine action. The U. 8. 
Navy credits Sonar with the sinking of nearly 1,000 enemy undersea craft, ‘the 
damaging of hundreds of others and the frustration of countless attacks. Back of 
this remarkable record is a. work of intense research and development on the part 
of RCA Laboratory scientists who were called to the task by the Navy in 1934, 
RCA Victor supplied some of the first Sonar echo-ranging and echo-sounding equip- 
ment and later became one of the major suppliers of underwater sound equipment. 
Continued RCA research resulted in increasing efficiency of the device. The history 
of the project is a fine example of that cooperation between industry and the Services 
which contributed so much toward our victory. This relationship must not be per- 
mitted to relax, but rather must be organized and developed on a permanent basis to 
the end that Industry shall be constantly aware of the requirements of the Armed 
Forees and that the Services shall fully realize the capabilities and limitations of 
Industry. This war has shown that Industry is an integral part of our National Se- 
curity system; our post-war planning must realistically be based on this knowledge.

Air Technical College ‘ 


Establishment of an Army Forces In- 
stitute of Technology, to graduate 350 
officers yearly, was announced 15 May 
by Maj. Gen. Curtis BE. LeMay, deputy 
chief of Air Staff for Research and De- 
velopment. 

Purpose of the school is to furnish the 
AAF a nucleus of highly technologically 
trained regular and reserve officers to 
meet the aviation needs of the future. 

The school is being organized at Wright 
Field, Ohio; where the facilities of the 
aeronautical development center will be 
available for use without additional cost 
to the government. It will be staffed by 
civilian experts, professors and instruc- 
tors in the fields of engineering and log- 
istics. First classes will convene 3 Sept. 

Brig. Gen. Mervin E. Gross, former dep- 
uty to the Assistant Chief of Air Staff 
for Personnel, is military commandant of 
the school. Administration of the school 
will be under direction of the AAF Air 
Material Command. 

Prerequisites for the engineering course 
include 200 class hours in mathematics, 
200 in physics, 90 in chemistry, 60 in 
English, and 45 in applied mechanics. The 
officers attending will be required to 
serve on active duty with the AAF for 
a period not yet specified. Present “future 
service” requirement for attendance at 
such schools is four years’ service. Pre- 
war requirement was one year and nine 
months, 

Officers who wish to attend the first 
course have been instructed to send ap- 
Plications, with a transcript of previous 
college work, through command channels 
to Commandant, AAF Institute of Tech- 
nology, Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, by 
15 July. 

Requirements for the first class, cover- 
ing the last year of college, are three 
years of college work leading toward a 
B.S. or B.A. degree in a recognized col- 
lege, high academic standing, and “ex- 
cellent” in all military efficiency ratings. 
Applicants must be in the Regular Army 
or must be officers who have signed state- 
ments indicating their willingness to re- 
main in the AAF until their services are 
no longer required,

highly skilled “old time” Navy techni. 
cians. With the highly developed train. 
ing procedures of the vocational System 
of education fused with the fundamentg 
strength of the Navy’s apprentice, op 
“learn by doing” method, there evolved 
the unique and efficient system by which 
seamen were trained to be skilled tec. 
nicians in the shortest possible time, 

The greatest advancement made in 
training was the development of new and 
efficient teaching methods and techniques, 
These methods were developed to a higher 
degree than peace time planning could 
possibly anticipate, and by the end of the 
war Naval Air Technical Training schools 
were believed to be the best of their type 
in the country. To mention some of the 
more novel training aids developed: 
“Blown-up” models, such as aircraft ip. 
struments, to ten times original size; use 
of plexi-glass in models and mock-ups, 
such as hydraulic systems, in which al] 
action of the fluid can be watched visual. 
ly ; electrical and fire control circuits laig 
out on panels where every detail can be 
studied and casualties introduced for 
training in trouble shooting; exploded 
cut-a-ways of engines showing the exact 
relation between each part. New and in- 
proved training film both motion picture 
and slide films, were developed for use in 
classrooms, and shops in close connection 
with the practical work. 

Demobilization has returned many of 
the top flight instructors to civilian life 
and caused the disestablishment of sey- 
eral schools. However, by consolidating 
the remaining schools and equipment the 
high war time standards of technical 
training will be maintained during peace. 


Other functions of the Command are 
to prepare publications not only for the 
schools but for all Naval Aviation activi- 


ties. Aviation Course Books, manuals and 
handbooks covering such subjects as Air- 
craft, Electricity, Radio, Electronics, 
Photography, Power Plants, Parachutes, 
Aerology, Ordnance, Instruments, and 
many others are prepared and published. 
Most of these books are available to the 
public through Superintendent of Doct- 
ments. 

Of special interest has been the devel- 
opment of the Naval Air Mobile Trainers. 
These are mobile technical schools com- 
plete with special equipment, mock-ups, 
cut-a-ways, films, technical literature, and 
experienced instructors maintained to 
furnish field instruction on the latest air- 
craft, munitions, ordnance, fire fighting 
and rescue equipment to pilots, aircrew- 
men and maintenance personnel at op 
erating activities. New aircraft are con- 
stantly developing for which special crews 
and operators must be trained, such as 
the training of maintenance and flight 
crews for the Navy’s giant new patrol sea- 
plane, the Mars, and maintenance crews 
for the new turbo-jet fighter, the FSF. 
Although only recently announced to the 
public, the development of new Ground 
Controlled Approach (GCA) system for 
directing planes to a landing in conditions 
of low or no visibility and the training of 
the maintenance crews and field opera- 
tors have been functions of Technical 
Training for the past two years. 

Cessation of hostilities does not cancel 
the need for aviation technicians well- 
trained in skills of aerial warfare. The 
successful programs evolved did more 
than qualify trainees vocationally for spe 
cific aviation ratings. They stressed mili- 


tary and personal character, togetes 
with physical fitness.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—There can be no discounting the importance of the mission 
which former President Hoover as President Truman’s food Ambassador is mak- 
ing throughout the world. Food as an instrument of international policy was effec- 
tively used during the war; it is valuable now in promoting American policy in 
connection with peace settlements. In his flight girdling the world, Mr. Hoover not 
only established the famine condition of some 800,000,000 people, 300,000,000 of whom 
are below the subsistence level which means slow death, but ascertained the sources 
and quantities of supplies available at least to prevent mass starvation. Wherever 
Mr. Hoover went he was received by our Army, Navy, and Air Forces with the 
distinction due him. The complete cooperation they gave him was not only helpful 
to him in the conduct of his survey, but enabled him to understand the problems 
which they are facing and to realize the difficulties under which they are laboring. 
In BDurope amongst others he conferred with General MeNarney, General Clay, and 
General Clark, in China he had long sessions with General of the Army Marshall 
and in Tokyo he greeted General of the Army MacArthur who had served as his 
chief of staff when he was in the White House. In a week or ten days he will go 
to Central and South America to complete his food mission for the President. 


Mr. Walter Nash, New Zealand’s Deputy Prime Minister, doubtlessly was ex- 
pressing the view of the British Empire this week when he said that “we are not keen 
just to hand over islands or bases and say ‘You can have them’.” Mr, Ernest Bevin, 
British Foreign Secretary, meanwhile has advised Secretary of State Byrnes that 
Britain will not consider ceding any of its Pacific Island bases to the United States 
at this time. The suggestion is made that there be joint occupancy of important 
bases, the titles to which are‘held by British or their Empire members but which 
were wrested from the Japanese by American men and equipment. Such joint oc- 
cupancy, of course, would tie our policy definitely to that of the British and deny 
us any independent policy in the Pacific. Meanwhile, Fleet Admiral William D. 
Leahy, Chief of Staff to President Truman, has gone to London to discuss with them 
the “complete withdrawal” of American forces from Pacific areas now under the 
British Command. While ostensibly these discussions would thus be confined to 
those islands in Lord Mountbatten’s Theater, Admiral Leahy, thoroughly conversant 
with the specific reasons which led the Navy to list 23 Pacific bases as essential to 
our future security, will certainly know more about the British government’s atti- 
tude on the entire question when he reports back to President Truman. Bases also 
held a place of importance in the Philippine Government’s thinking, for it was re- 
ported from Manila that their government is negotiating with the United States for 
the acquisition of two of our bases down there—Base M at San Fernando La Union 
on Lingauen Gulf, and Base R at Batangas City on Southern Luzon. In return the 
United States will doubtless take up with the Filipinos the question of the extent 
to which we will be afforded bases in that area. 

From the Big Four conference of foreign ministers in Paris little has come 
save disappointment, and once more positive accomplishment must be delayed until 
next month’s expected meeting. Between now and then each of the foreign ministers 
will have time for home conference, which may lead toward the granting of some- 
what more authority for negotiation. It is quite clear, for example, that the recent 
meeting got under way with the Russian member firmly committed to just one 
plan for Trieste; this was the grant of that dominantly Italian city to Yugoslavia, 
and to any such plan the western nations were’as completely opposed as was Italy 
herself. Because this was a firm Moscow commitment, all. else hinged on it; the 
Russian foreign minister was prepared to yield on his original Cyrenaica demand, 
perhaps even on the Dodecanese policy as well, provided Trieste should be granted 
to Yugoslavia, But that provision was too much. French efforts at conciliation, 
whereby the original border between Italy and Yugoslavia might be moved appre- 
ciably westward, seemed to interest the British’ and American representatives for 
a time; the suggestion did not interest Soviet Russia at all, so long as the line re- 
mained east of Trieste, and the French compromise never came to pass. Some day 
there will be a settlement of course, and that day will be advanced, rather than re- 
tarded, by a breathing spell which will permit home consultations. Meantime Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes has urged a 21-nation peace discussion for July (the whole 
hope for which would lie in the prospect of a better Big Four understanding mean- 
time at next month’s meeting) and the fixing of a date in late autumn for a draft 
of the treaty with Germany. Each month of delay, for whatever reason, is so mani- 
festly injurious that all nations are aware of the fact. The hope is that with a fixed 
date for action there will be an added stimulus within each nation to come to earlier 
grips with reality. Unmistakably Russia is providing the chief barriers to present 
action ; Just as unmistakably, Russia must be persuaded that her own interest, among 
others, will be served by local and eventually universal agreements. 

Developments in the Middle East are no worse, albeit not much better. Theo- 
retically the Russian troops are out of Azerbijan, Iran’s northern Province. The 
British proceed calmly with their evacuation of Cairo and Alexandria, in pursuit 
of the promise to Egypt. They in turn await evidence that Egypt will be able to 
defend herself and, more particularly, the Suez Canal, before fixing a date for 
British evacuation of all Egypt. It is doubt on this point which makes impossible any 
sound estimate of when the pledged evacuation will be complete. Little is being 
said publicly about the accompanying transfer of British military strength toward 
Palestine as the Commonwealth’s new main base in the Middle Hast, but it is per- 
haps significant that in London itself there is much less uproar than a week ago over 
the Palestinian problems, little as has been done in the past week to come to grips 
with them. 

In India, where the bitterly opposed delegates from Indian Congress and Moslem 
League at length refused all agreement as to the future form of India, the situa- 
tion may be thought of as actually a little better, paradoxical as that is. What happens 
now is that the British Mission is compelled to exercise its own authority, and an- 
nounce its own plans for an interim government, which will be a step toward ulti- 
mate Indian independence of a responsible sort. 

In China there is still a precarious peace, with General Marshall continuing to 
labor zealously, but with prospects of agreement between the factions still remote. 
The Communist forces to which the Russians turned over Japanese munitions, are 
exploiting their gains in Manchuria, not by new military advance so much as by 
most conspicuously sitting still and waiting for developments. One unmistakable de- 
velopment is the resignation of General Ho Ying-chen as commander of the Na- 
tionalist Government forces; this has long been sought by the Communists, whom 




















General Ho hated cordially, but it can be doubted that it would have come to pag 
save under some such pressure as now exists, as a Nationalist concession designeg 
to assuage Communist indignation. The chasm between Nationalist and Communist 
in China can be bridged only by constructive work on both sides and with each 
watchful of its own interests, the chances of success are doubtful. 


Ascendency of the General Staff—With the announcement this week of the m 
organization of the War Department General Staff to give its divisions “greater gy. 
thority and responsibilities in the control and direction of military administration ang 
operation” the General Staff appears at last to have come out as victor in its long 
struggle for control of the bureaus and branches of the War Department. The decline 
in the power of the bureaus started with the creation of the Army Service Forces, 
Ground Forces, and Air Forces early in the war. Now the combat arms have beep 
wiped out as entities with separate chiefs and have been merged under the Commang. 
ing General Army Ground Forces, while the Services and bureaus, most of which 
were subordinated under the ASF set-up, are now put under the direct administratiye 
control of the General Staff divisions. 

Present arrangements are dependent upon authority of the War Powers acts, but 
it is the intention to make the arrangement permanent. To do this will require changes 
in the basic law which specifically forbid the General Staff to engage in the very 
administrative duties now to be assigned to it under the reorganization. Section 5 of 
the National Defense Act states that “Members of the General Staff Corps shall be 
confined strictly to the discharge of duties of the general nature of those specified for 
them in this section and in the Act of Congress approved Feb. 14, 1903, and they shall 
not be permitted to assume or engage in work of an administrative nature that per. 
tains to established bureaus or officers of the War Department, or that, being assumed 
or engaged in by members of the General Staff Corps, would involve impairment of 
the responsibility or initiative of such bureaus or offices, or would cause injurious or 
unnecessary duplication of or delay in the work thereof.” This provision was put in 
the act to confine the General Staff to its function of planning and advising. Similar 
provisions date back toearlier law. , 

While it has been little in evidence lately, the battle between the General Staff 
and the bureaus is an old one. Probably its most famous flare-up was that between 
Maj, Gen. Leonard Wood, then Chief of Staff, and Maj. Gen. Fred H. Ainsworth, who 
was “Military Secretary,” a post corresponding to the present Adjutant General. The 
outbreak between the two generals was sharp and violent and subsided only with 
the retirement of General Ainsworth. 

In the present arrangement it is contended that the legal prohibition against 
the Staff engaging in administrative duties does not apply because the new “directors” 
of the General Staff will function in the name of the Chief of Staff operating in his 
capacity as commander of the field forces and establishments. Such administrative 
work as they perform, it is said, will not be done in their own name but in the name 
of the Chief of Staff and in doing so they will be assisting him in carrying out bis 
responsibilities and duties. 

It is too early to forecast whether the adoption of the new system will meet with 
any legislative difficulties. In the formulation of the National Defense Act after 
World War I, Representative Anthony took up the cudgel for the Chiefs of branches 
and fought their battle in securing the provision that the General Staff must not 
operate. There is certainly a possibility of the old battle being renewed when the 
National Defense Act is rewritten, as the House Military Committee says it intends 
to do. 


Naval Personnel—The Navy requests applications from line officers, USN and 
USNR, Lt. Comdr. and below, for six months’ training in operational phases of Combat 
Information Center including fighter direction, for classes scheduled to convene 6 
July and every two months thereafter at Saint Simons Island, Ga. Naval Reserve of- 
ficers who hold degrees in Civil Engineering, now serving in other than CEC classifica- 
tion, are needed by the Navy to remain on active duty until 1 July 1947. Applica- 
tions are particularly desired from Y-12 graduates who have Civil Engineering de 
grees, who were commissioned as line officers but now wish a change in classification 
to CEC, USNR. ...A number of temporary USN and USNR warrant officers of the 
rank of Chief Pay Clerk and Acting Pay Clerk will be required until 1 July 1947. Such 
officers whose permanent status is enlisted are to submit by 1 June via their Com- 
manding Officers a statement of their desire to remain on active duty in warrant 
status until 1 July 1947, or to retire, transfer to the Fleet Reserve, revert to enlisted 
status, or separate from the service. Applications are desired from USN officers and 
successful candidates for transfer, in the rank sof Ensign through Commander, for 
two months’ professional courses in journalism, 

, 


Retention of Dental Officers—There is much dissatisfaction among Dental Corps 
officers, who, under present discharge criteria, must have 39 months’ service—a higher 
figure than that for any other group of officers. Many are especially bitter because 
many ASTP participants who did not graduate in the senior class of that year were 
given an unqualified discharge from the Army, placed in a 2A draft classification, 
and were allowed to complete their dental training on their own resources. Many of 
these are now practicing in civil life. 

The War Department explains that in the Spring of 1944 it was found that actual 
attrition of Dental Corps officers was lower than the estimated attrition rate 0 
which training and procurement had been based. With the graduation of the 14 


class, some members were discharged as being in excess of ceiling requirements. — 
Those who did not graduate in 1944 were given the choice of completing thelf 
education (and 4,651 chose this course) as explained above, or remaining in the Army 


as enlisted men. 

The ceiling reached in 1944 was enough at that time, but when point score de- 
mobilization was placed in effect there was no corresponding replacement program. 
Nor does the prospect today seem brighter as volunteer means have yielded less than 
one per cent of requirements and Selective Service is the only other source. 


Sea Services Demobilization—The Navy demobilized 50,179 of its personnel ® 
the week ending 11 May. Since 17 Aug., the Navy has demobilized 2,327,206. j 

The Marine Corps released 10,595 during the week ending 11 May, bringing its 
total to 337,383. 

The Coast Guard separated 4,735 during the week ending 11 May, for a total of 


132,528. All three services are ahead of scheduled separations. " 
Regular Navy enlistments and reenlistments 6 May through 10 May, total 3,227, 
follows: Voluntary first enlistments at recruiting stations — 2,419; Enlistments ip 
USN from USNR and USN—1 at other ships and stations (incomplete—552 ships aué 
stations reporting).—266; and Regular Navy reenlistments and extensions, all & 
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tivities (incomplete—552 ships and stations reporting ).—542. 

The total of Regular Navy first enlistments, enlistments in Regular Navy from 
Reserves and Inductees, reenlistments, and extensions since the surrender of Japan 
through 10 May, is 218,556. The total strength of the Regular Navy is 504,690, includ- 
ing 39,100 officers and 465,590 enlisted men. 


Ordnance Department—Retirement of three general Ordnance officers was an- 
pounced this week. Maj. Gen. Julian S. Hatcher will retire in the grade of major gen- 
eral on 31 May; Maj, Gen. Sidney P. Spalding retires in the grade of colonel 30 Sept. ; 
and Brig. Gen. Hugh C. Minton was retired 30 April with the rank of brigadier gen- 


Fish Daniel J. Martin, recently executive officer of the Ordnance Department was 
retired 10 May in the grade of major. He will join the administrative staff of the 
Hughes Tool Company, Houston, Tex. 

Col. John D, Billingsley, formerly with the Plans and Policy Group, Hq, ASF, and 
Colonel Elmo 8. Matthews, Chief of the Civilian Personnel Division, OCO, have been 
assigned to take a course at Harvard University starting 1 June, with station at 
Watertown Arsenal. 

(ol. Robert S. Barr has been retired from active duty effective 31 May. 

trig. Gen. Donald Armstrong has been relieved as commandant of the Indus- 
trial College of the Armed Forces, effective 30 June, and assigned to the War Assets 
Administration. 


Fleet Maneuvers—Although participation of Pacific fleet warships in the forth- 
coming atom bomb test, as support vessels, will delay West Coast maneuvers until 
Fall, the Fifth Fleet commander, Vice Admiral Frederick Sherman, has announced 
that a carrier task force may take a preliminary cruise to the Aleutians this Summer 
to exercise aviation units for the major operation. Plans for the over-all fleet maneu- 
yers, on a scale comparable with those of the Eighth Fleet now underway in the South 
Atlantic, will be conditioned by the availability of ships and personnel from the 
Crossroads operation, but plans now call for an amphibious invasion of San Clemente 
Island or Monterey, Calif., in addition to the air exercises. As the first maneuvers in 
California waters since the Pacific fleet’s transfer to Pear] Harbor before the war, the 
operations will take to sea the USS Iowa and USS New Jersey, both of which have 
Long Beach harbor as their post-war home port, On the basis of aviation and gun- 
nery exercises conducted thus far in the Eighth Fleet, Admiral Mare A. Mitscher 
has declared the U. S. Navy to be 10 years ahead of the navies of the rest of the world. 


Field Army Public Relations—The relationship between the War Department 
Bureau of Public Relations and the Information Section, Army Ground Forces, and 
the Public Relations Officer of a field Army is now under study. Final results await 
the recommendations of Army commanders now being processed. A recent directive, 
however, fixes the responsibility for the information program, including public rela- 
tions and information and education, as a command function. As the six Army areas 
are established the public relations organization in each will disseminate the news. 

A recent letter from General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, Chief of Staff, 
to General Jacob L. Devers, commanding general of the AGF’, emphasizes that proper 
handling of public relations will prevent misunderstanding by the public, 

“I feel very strongly,” General Eisenhower said, “that the Army, through all its 
echelons, must make a special effort to eliminate incidents which, through misinter- 
pretation of facts or motives, may result in unfavorable publicity. A thoughtless state- 
ment or action by an individual can be magnified by prejudiced commentators into a 
damning indictment of the entire Army. Isolated instances of abuse of authority have 
been cited as proof of the existence of a ‘caste’ system. In most cases, adverse criticism 
could have been avoided if adequate thought had been given to public reaction.” 


Navy Chaplains—Capt. Frank H. Lash, USN, Chaplain at the U. 8S. Naval Acad- 
emy, Annapolis, Md., has left for his home in Clovis, New Mexico. Chaplain Lash 
who has not been well has been relieved of all active duty and is awaiting official 
action by a retirement board. This brings to a close Chaplain Lash’s second tour of 
duty at the Naval Academy. He reported there last July as relief for Chaplain Thomas, 

Chaplain Lash rates as fifth in seniority among all Navy chaplains and has had 
a long and serviceable naval career. He entered the Navy in May 1917. During World 
War I he served on USS Missouri and USS Mississippi, 1917-1920; was Brigade Chap- 
lain Third Brigade, U. S. Marines, San Diego, Calif,, 1920-1923 ; USS Tennessee, 1923- 
1925; U. S. Naval Training Station, San Diego, 1925-1927 ; Fleet Chaplain U. S. Asiatic 
Fleet, 1927-1929; Chaplain U. 8S. Naval Academy, 1929-1933; USS West Virginia 1933- 
1935; Naval Training Station, Great Lakes, Ill., 1935-1937; Fleet Chaplain, United 
States Fleet, 1937-1940; Naval Training Station, Great Lakes, 1940-1943 ; Staff Chap- 
lain on Staff of Admiral Harold R. Stark, American Naval Forces im Europe, 1944- 
1945, in charge of activities of the Naval chaplains in European theatre of Naval op- 
erations until after V-E Day. While on duty in London Chaplain Lash held an official 
Memorial Service in memory of the late President of the United States, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, which was attended by United States Naval personnel and representatives 
of the diplomatic and naval forces of the allied nations. 

Chaplain Lash holds the following awards: Special Commendation Ribbon, Vic- 
tory Medal, American Defense, American Theatre of Operations, European Theatre 
of Operations, Victory Medal No, 2, Yangtze Service Medal, also the Decoration Medal 
Recognizance Francaise by the French Government. 

Commander Everett P. Wuebbens, USN, of Flannagan, IIl., has reported as Chap- 
lain at the Naval Academy. Mrs. Wuebbens and their four children, who are at present 
living in Arlington, Va. are expected to join him in the near future. Chaplain Wueb- 
bens, an ordained clergyman of the American Lutheran Church, has been a member 
of the Navy Chaplain Corps since 1936. He has served at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
on board the USS Whitney, USS Arizona, USS Rigel and the USS North Carolina, 
at the Destroyer Base, San Diego, at the Naval Training Station, San Diego, and in 
the Bureau of Naval Personnel, Washington. 


Gulf Sea Frontier Command—The Navy announced this week that plans have 
been approved to move headquarters of the Seventh Naval District from Miami to 
Jacksonville, Fla., and in anticipation of the move, Rear Admiral John F. Shafroth, 
USN, District Commandant, has been instructed to negotiate cancellation of leases 
on Miami property occupied by the Naval District. The move is tenatively scheduled 
at present for 1 July, but as work has only begun in making the change, the date is 
indefinite. 

The move to Jacksonville may in the long run take from Admiral Shafroth a sec- 
ond area command—that of the Gulf Sea Frontier, headquarters of which is also in 
Miami, Headquarters for this command is also to be moved from Miami, but a new 
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location has not yet been chosen, and, likewise, no decision has yet been made on 
whether Command of the Gulf Sea Frontier will remain with Admiral Shafroth. 





Infantry School—Maj. Gen. John W. O’Daniel, Commandant and honorary head 
of the Third Div. Society, will attend a 3-day convention at the Hotel Hamilton in 
Washington beginning 11 July. Maj. Gen. Stafford LeR. Irwin, who succeeds Maj. 
Gen. Harry F. Hazlett as Commanding General of Replacement and School Com- 
mand, accompanied by his S-4, Col. Kenneth Pierce, made his first official visit to the 
School last week. Maj. Gen. O’Daniel, Commandant, and Maj. Gen. Gerry Chapman, 
Commandant of the Airborne School, met his plane at Lawson Field, 

Lt. Col. George M. Davis, Chief of Automotive Sec., has announced that three 
officers tied for first plate as honor graduates of Officers’ Motor Course No. 1. Of 
the 66 officers completing the course, Capt. Cyrus T. Russell, Lts. Harvey M. Brown 
and Michael A. Leister held top place in the 14 week program of intensified training. 

* Practical work in all subjects is a feature of the School Troops’ new Company 
Administration course. Under the direction of Col, Sevier Tupper, School Troops 
Commander, each commissioned officer and certain non-commissioned officers receive 
complete instruetion concerning administrative details including mess management, 
payrolls, unit funds, motor pools, supply and correspondence. In addition to daily 
tests, a 3 hour comprehensive examination will be given each student at the comple- 
tion of the course. 

World’s Oldest Warship—The USS Constellation, well-known landmark at the 
Naval Training Station at Newport, R. I., is to be inspected over the weekend by a 
three-man Board of Inspection and Survey to determine feasibility of further preserv- 
ing her as a Navy relic. The board, consisting of Captains G. W. Nelson, J. B. J. 
Kiernan and H. N. Williams from the Inspector General’s office, is ordered in its 
precept to determine whether repairs to her topsides and rigging, neglected during 
the war, are now worth while. 

This suggests the strong possibility that the Constellation, reportedly the world’s 
oldest warship, may be scrapped as no longer fit for preservation even as a Navy 
relic. The Board, in this connection, will consider three proposals according to their 
cost and feasibility—one, docking her in a graving dock or floating drydock; two, 
moving her under tow to Washington or Baltimore for such docking; and, three, 
building a concrete dock at her berth at Newport, where she might be preserved per- 
manently. 

The Navy Board, like other inspection groups which frequently conduct material 
inspections of the fleet and shore establishment, is not bound by pre-determined ac- 
tion, however, and may recommend preservation or disposition as it sees fit. 


Finance Department—All Finance Offices, U. S. A. throughout the United States, 
previously under the jurisdiction of the various Service Commands, have now been 
classified as Class IV installations under the jurisdiction and supervision of the Of- 
fice of the Chief of Finance. . 

After two years of preparation, the historical project covering finance and fiscal 
operations during World War II has been completed in a volume entitled, “History 
of Fiscal Services” 1940-1945. 

Regional Civilian Payroll Administration Offices, formerly located in Chicago, 
New York and Atlanta, have now been closed and their activities consolidated in a 
new office established at St. Louis, Mo, 

Lt. Col. J. F. Baldwin, Executive Officer to the Fiscal Director of the Mediter- 
ranean Theater of Operations, is onw on temporary duty in the Office of the Chief 
of Finance, and is attending conferences on fiscal matters within the MTO. 

Maj. P. H. Laming, formerly on duty as Regional Representative, Civilian Pay- 
roll Administration Section, OCF, in New York, covering the first geographical Region 
embracing the First, Second, and Third Service Commands and the Military District 
of Washington, has now been assigned as Assistant to the Chief, Miscellaneous Audit 
Branch, Audit Division, Office of the Chief of Finance. 


Navy Suggestions and Inventions—The Office of Research and Inventions, in 
Alnay 227, has encouraged all hands, both naval and civilian, to do constructive, 
original thinking and to make easy the work of putting constructive ideas into execu- 
tion. Judging from the excellent ideas that came to the Navy through Action Reports 
and War Diaries, ORI believes there are hundreds of other ideas which men aboard 
ships and at naval stations have never bothered to put into writing, to sketch, or 
photograph. It is possible for the Navy Department to have problems solved by spe- 
cialists, but it can only get the benefit of each man’s experience from him. The Navy 
wishes all hands to read Alnav 227 and to submit any ideas in d4ccordance with di- 
rections, Those who have ideas that represent inventions can retain credit for their 
inventions, or can have help from Navy specialists in working out as yet uncomplete 
details of inventions. 


Corps of Chaplains—The Chief of Chaplains, Chaplain (Maj. Gen.) Luther D. 
Miller, spoke at the Conference of Supervisory Air Chaplains, 14 May, in the Pentagon. 

Chaplain (Col.) Harry C. Fraser represented the Office of the Chief of Chaplains 
at an Army Service Forces Committee Meeting of the War Department Famine Relief 
Program, 14 May. 

Chaplain (Lt. Col.) John K. Borneman delivered the sermon at the service of 
installation of Chaplain (Maj.) Richard R, White, formerly Senior Chaplain at Fort 
Belvoir, Va., at St. Lukes Episcopal Church, Scranton, Pa., 12 May.

Navy Ships as Generators—The Navy Department was consulted during the 
current coal-strike on availability of ships to provide electric power for New York 
City, where ventilation and lighting would be particularly needed for the Holland and 
Lincoln tunnels and to keep them clear of seepage. A request from the Port of New 
York Authority for such electric service from the Navy was considered by Fleet 
Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, and was to have been given “serious consideration” 
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should the power emergency warrant such action. 

The Navy Department recalled two known instances of providing electricity on 
ship-to-shore lines. First occasion was in 1929 when the USS Lexington, the “Old 
Lex,” supplied the city of Tacoma, Wash. and the other was in August 1944, when the 
destroyer escort Donnell supplied power for Cherbourg, France. 


Abandon Army Hospital—There has been considerable pressure exerted to keep 
the Thomas M. England General Hospital in operation beyond the already once ex- 
tended closing date of 30 June. Secretary of War Patterson said this week that most 
of the requests for keeping the hospital open are prompted by a sympathetic interest 
in the amputation cases treated there, but went on to explain that by 30 June there 
will be about 1,200 amputation cases remaining in all Army hospitals compared with 
over 9,000 last July. At that time there were seven amputation centers. As patients 
finished hospitalization the centers were progressively reduced in number. It is now 
estimated that by 30 June only 77 amputation cases will remain at England Hospital 
as compared with its peak load of over 1,650, Also by 30 June there will be available 
only enough amputation specialists to staff amputation centers in three general hos- 


Pitals. 


“All of the remaining amputation patients should,” Secretary Patterson said, “in 
their own interests, be under the care of these specialists, who are being assighed to 
the three permanent Army hospitals which will continue as amputation centers.” 

Those hospitals are Walter Reed in Washington, D. C., Percy Jones at Battle 
Creek, Mich., and Letterman at San Francisco, Calif. Since long treatment is required 
in many cases the erat being located in permanent installations.

Advanced Study for AGF Officers—About 160 officers commissioned in the ground 
arms will attend civilian schools and universities during the coming year under a War 
Department program designed to provide a group of officers able to recognize and 
cope with political, economic and other problems, as well as military. Post-graduate 
instruction will be provided in the basic sciences fundamental to research and develop- 
ment. A majority of the study programs will be in acoustics, automotive engineering, 
communications engineering, electronics, guided missiles, meteorology, nuclear physics 
and optics. During the war the AGF depended heavily upon the services of civilian 
specialists in these fields who held ORC commissions or who were given direct com- 
missions in the AUS. Officers given the training will be available for duty in the more 
technical phases of staff work as performed by such sections of the Ground Forces 
headquarters as the Development and Planning Branches, with the special boards 
conducting studies of new Ground Forces requirements and methods, and for liaison 
duty in a technological capacity with industry.

The Navy Department on 13 May sent 
to the Senate names of 1,190 naval offi- 
cers for confirmation for appointments 
in the Regular Navy. 

Although the nominations are in per- 
manent ranks held by these officers, they 
will receive promotions to their tempo- 
rary ranks, which will remain effective 
until such time as a readjustment of offi- 
cer strength, by ranks, becomes neces- 


ry. 

Following Senate confirmation of these 
nominations, the Navy will publish 
names, ranks, file numbers and dates 
of rank in Bureau of Personnel circular 
letters, which will be available to the 
service in Semi-Monthly Bulletins. Be- 
cause of disciplinary action or with- 
drawal of application, some names which 
are approved for Regular Navy commis- 
sions may be omitted from the final notice 
of appointment. 

Only one-third of the officers listed in 
Alnay 167 were nominated at this time 
because of the work of computing relative 
precedence with officers now holding Reg- 
ular Navy commissions, but it is expected 
that approximately 1,000 names will be 
processed weekly for nomination to the 
Senate.

Following a period of failing health for 
the past three years Col. Reuben Smith, 
USA-Ret., died at his home in Hunting- 
ton, W. Va., 13 May. 

Funeral services were held at the Trinity 
Episcopal Church, Huntington, W. Va., 15 
May with the Reverend S. Roger Tyler, con- 
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ducting. Colonel Smith’s remains were taken 
to Washington, D. C., where interment was 
made in Arlington Nationa] Cemetery. He is 
survived by his wife, Mrs, Marion M. Smith; 
three sons; his mother; two sisters; one half- 
brother and three grandchildren. 

Colonel Smith was born 24 July 1877, in 
Minnesota. He started his military career at 
the age of 18 as a member of the Minnesota 
National Guard and was mustered into’ the 
Federal Service with the 14th Minnesota Vol- 
unteer Infantry for the Spanish American 
War. In 1899 Colonel Smith was given an ap- 
pointment as Second Lieutenant in the Reg- 
ular Army and sent at once to the Philippine 
Islands, where he joined the Ninth Infnatry 
and went through the North Line Campaign 
to the end of that conflict. In June 1900 he 
accompanied the regiment to China for the 
Boxer Rebellion and participated in the 
march to the relief of the Legations in Pekin. 
Through the following years he served 
with the Ninth Infantry almost continuously 
up to the outbreak of World War I, when 
he was assigned to the 77th Infantry Division 
and went to France with that organization. 
In the summer of 1918 he was sent back to the 
States to train a regiment in a new division, 
which did not get overseas, due to the signing 
of the Armistice. 


Following the war, after a list of varied 
duty assignments, which included the Field 
Officers Courses at Fort Benning and Fort 
Sill; Omaha, Nebr., and Camp Grant, II1.; to- 
gether with a tour of recruiting service at 
Huntington, W. Va., he retired from Active 
Service after 36 years of active duty.

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OLLOWING is the text of War De- 
Peartment Cirenlar 138 setting forth the 
full details ofthe reorganization of the 
War Department including the abolition 
of the Army Service Forces and the re- 
distribution of its functions, the elevation 
of the General Staff to a position where it 
becomes virtually the ruling body of the 
Army, and further steps toward complete 
autonomy for the Air Forces: 


1, Authority.—Executive Order 9722, 13 May 
1946, which amends Executive Order No. 9082, 
dated 28 Feb. 1942, authorizes a reorganiza- 
tion of the War Department and the Army, 
eff-ctive 11 June 1946. Pending changes in 
appropriate regulations, the following sum- 
mary description of the new organization, 
together with directives for effecting the 
major changes required, is furnished for the 
information, guidance, and compliance of all 
concerned. 


. 

2. General.—a. The War Department and the 
Army are reorganized effective 0001, EST 11 
June 146 to provide under the Chief of Staff 
a War Department General and Special Staff; 
a ground force under a Commanding Gen- 
eral, Army Ground Forces; an air force under 
a Commanding General, Army Air Forces; 
and Administrative and Technical Staffs and 
Services under their respective heads; all 
with headquarters in Washington, D. C., with 
the exception of the Army Ground Forces, 
which will as soon as practicable establish its 
headquarters at Fort Monroe, Virginia; and 
in addition thereto, six army areas, the Mili- 
tary District of Washington, and such over- 
seas departments, task forces, base com- 
mands, defense commands, commands in the- 
aters of operations, and other commands as 
the Secretary of War may find necessary. 
Charts A, B, and C illustrate the organization 
of the War Department, the Army Air Forces, 
and the Army Ground Forces. 

b. The following principles have been ap- 
plied in d-signing the organization of the 
War Department as illustrated on Chart A 
and described in this circular: 

(1) The Army Air Forces must be provided 
with the maximum degree of autonomy per- 
mitted by law without permitting the crea- 
tion of unwarranted duplication in the func- 
tions of service, supply, and administration. 

(2) A simple and flexible organization with 
clear-cut command channels, is needed to 
satisfy the requirements of economy and effi- 
ciency. 

(3) The top organization of the War De- 
partment must be capable of carrying out 
the Chief of Staff's orders quickly and effec- 
tively, At the peak of this top organization 
is the War Department General Staff which 
must be the agency to deal with matters of 
high policy and high-level planning and 
which must also direct and supervise, to the 
end that orders and directives are issued 
and supervised to the necessary degree in 
their execution 

(4) The structure of the staff organization 
supporting the Chief of Staff and the Deputy 
Chief of Staff must be as simple as possible 
with a minimum of individuals habitually re- 
porting direct to the Chief of Staff or his 
Deputy. 

(5) Adequate organizational means must be 
provided for carrying on the best possible 
research and development program and in- 
telligence and counterintelligence activities, 
and for the elimination of unnecessary over- 
lapping of activities of the War Department. 
(6) The necessary degree of efficiency and 
Vitality in the top echelons of the War Depart- 
ment can be attained only through the ag- 
gressive application of the principle of de- 
centralization. Thus, no functions should be 
performed at the staff level of the War De- 
partment which can be decentralized to the 
major commands, the Army areas, or the ad- 
ministrative and technical services without 
loss of adequate control by the General and 
Special Staffs. 

(7) There should be a single continuous 
command channel from top to bottom of the 
War Department organization. 


(8) Direct contact and mutual arrangements 
within approved policies between major com- 
mands, staff divisions, and administrative and 
technical staffs and services are desirable and 
are authorized and encouraged. 


3. Assignment of functions established by 
statute.—a.

Its functions, and such parts or individuals 
of its staff as may be required, are transferred 
to the Organization and Training Division, 
War Department General Staff.

5. Transfer of functions and personne] from 
Headquarters, Army Service Forces.—Head- 
quarters, Army Service Forces is abolished. 
The following functions and personnel are 
transferred: 

a. The functions of the Military Personnel 
Division, Headquarters, Army Service Forces, 
and such parts or individuals of its staff as 
may be required, are transferred to the Per- 
sonnel and Administration Division, War De- 
partment General Staff. The Director of Per- 
sonnel and Administration will reassign such 
functions and individuals as he deems advis- 
able to The Adjutant General. 

b. The functions of the Personal Affairs 
Division, Headquarters, Army Service Forces, 
and such parts or individuals of its staff as 
may be required, are transferred to The Ad- 
jutant General.

1. The functions of the Recurring Reports 
Control System, Headquarters, Army Serv- 
ice Forces, and such individuals connected 
with this system as may be required, are 
transferred to the Strength Accounting and 
Statistics Office, Office, Chief of Staff. 


m, The command functions of Headquar- 
ters, Army Service Forces with respect to 
service, supply, and procurement activities 
are abolished. General Staff responsibility in 
these fields, to include responsibility for func- 
tions presently charged to the Logistics 
Group, Operations Division, is charged to the 
Director of Service, Supply, and Procurement, 
War Departmént General Staff. Such parts or 
individuals of Headquarters, Army Service 
Forces, of Logistics Group, OPD, and of the 
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Reorganizing War Department and Army 


Office of the Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4, 
War Department General Staff, as may be 
required are transferred to the Service, Sup- 
ply, and Procurement Division, War Depart- 
ment General Staff. 

n. The functions of The Adjutant General

8. Chief of Staff.—The Chief of Staff is the 
principal military adviser to the President 
and to the Secretary of War on the conduct 
of war and the principal military adviser and 
executive to the Secretary of War on the ac- 
tivities of the Military Establishment, The 
Chief of Staff has command of all components 
of the Army of the United States and of the 
operating forces comprising the Army Ground 
Forces, the Army Air Forces, the army areas, 
oversea departments, task forces, base com- 
mands, defense commands, commands in the- 
aters of operations, and all other commands, 
and the related supply and service establish- 
ments of the Army, and is responsible to the 
Secretary of War for their use in war and 
plans and preparations for their readiness for 
war. The Chief of Staff, under the direction 
of the Secretary of War, is responsible for the 
coordination and direction of the War De- 
partment General and Special Staffs and the 
administrative and technical services. 


9. Chief of Public Information.—The Chief 
of Public Information advises the Secretary 
of War and the Chief of Staff on matters of 
policy relating to public relations and in- 
formation and coordinates the operations of 
the Public Relations Division, the Legisla- 
tive Division, and the Information and Edu- 


cation Division, War Department Special 
Staff. 
War Dept. General Staff 
10. War Department General Staff._—-The 


War Department General Staff, under the di- 
rection of the Chief of Staff, will be responsi- 
ble for the development of the Army and 
will insure the existence of a well-balanced 
and efficient military team. It is specifically 
charged with the duty of providing such broad 
basic policies and plans as will enable the 
Commanding Generals of the Army Ground 
Forces, the Army Air Forces, task forces, 
theaters of operations, oversea commands, and 
such other commands as may be established, 
and the heads of the administrative and tech- 
nical services, to prepare and execute de- 
tailed programs. In addition, the General 
Staff assists the Chief of Staff by issuing in 
the name of the Secretary of War and the 
Chief of Staff, necessary directives to im- 
plement such plans and policies and super- 
vises the execution of these directives. In per- 
forming its duties the General Staff follows 
the principle of decentralization to the fullest 
degree. No function will be performed at the 
general or special staff level of the War De- 
partment which can be decentralized to the 
major commands, the army areas, or the ad- 
ministrative and technical services without 
loss of adequate control of operations by the 
General and Special Staffs. The War Depart- 
ment General Staff will include six divisions, 
each under the immediate contro! of a direc- 
tor. Each director will plan, direct, and su- 
pervise the execution of operations within the 
confines of his sphere of action, In carrying 
out their duties, the Directors of the six Gen- 
eral Staff Divisions will be guided by the 
following general principles: 

a. They will plan, direct, coordinate, and 
supervise, They will assist the Chief of Staff 
in getting things done, in addition to coor- 
dinating, planning, and policy-making on an 
Army-wide level, 

b. They will, by means of direct contact 
with troops, determine that orders, instruc- 
tions, and directions are being carried out 
as the Chief of Staff intended. 

c. They will follow the principle of de- 
centralization to the fullest degree, The War 
Department General Staff will concern itself 
primarily only with matters which must be 
considered on a War Department or Army- 
wide level. All other matters will be decen- 
tralized down to the proper echelons of com- 
mand for action or decision. In order for this 
to be done properly, adequate authority will 
be delegated to responsible commanders and 
the heads of the administrative and technical

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services. Each director will take necessary ac- 
tion to indoctrinate each officer of his divi- 
sion with a thorough understanding of the 
duties, functions, responsibility, and author- 
ity of the various echelons of command in the 

Army. 


d. They must act to minimize duplication. 
While observing the principle of decentrali- 
zation, all general staff directors will take ap- 
propriate action to minimize duplication and 
overlapping between the commands and serv- 
ices. This subject becomes of increasing im- 
portance as procedures are approved provid- 
ing for greater autonomy for the Army Air 
Forces within the War Department structure. 


The aim will be to provide the Army Air 
Forces with the maximum degree of auton- 
omy permitted by law without permitting 
the creation of unwarranted duplication in 
the functions of service, supply, and admin- 
istration. The only workable procedure for 
removing and preventing duplications lies in 
the good faith and friendly collaboration of 
using commands and services, under the mon- 
itorship of the appropriate general staff di- 
rector.

11. Director of Personnel and Administra- 
tion.—The Director of Personnel and Admin- 
istration, War Department General Staff, is 
the military personnel manager of the War 
Department, He has the primary general staff 
interest in manpower. He is the adviser to and 
assistant to the Chief of Staff for administra- 
tive matters and for matters relating to man- 
power as a whole and to military personnel 
as individuals throughout the Army. He has 
overall War Department responsibility for the 
procurement, allocation.* and reallocation of 
personnel in bulk in accordance with estab- 
lished requirements and priorities, and for 
the separation of individuals from the mili- 
tary service. 


12, Director of Intelligence.—The Director 
of Intelligence, War Department General 
Staff, is the responsible War Department in- 
strumentality for the collection and evalua- 
tion of information and for the dissemina- 
tion of intelligence pertaining to foreign 
countries, their war potential and military 
forces. He is responsible for the procurement 
of information and intelligence relating to 
the activities of individuals or agencies po- 
tentially or actually dangerous to the pres- 
ervation of the military establishment within 
the zone of interior; for executing counter- 
intelligence measures; and for the collection 
within the zone of interior of foreign posi- 
tive intelligence. He is responsibie for meet- 
ing intelligence requirements of the Army 
Ground Forces, the Army Air Forces, conti- 
nental and oversea commands, and the ad- 
ministrative and technical services. As in- 
telligence is a vital function of command, the 
commanding generals of the major commands 
and their subordinate units must have intel- 
ligence agencies adequate to meet their intel- 
ligence requirements. Operating under gen- 
eral coordination of the War Department, all 
intelligence agencies must mutually support 
and collaborate with each other to form a 
team serving their own, subordinate, and 
higher echelons. The Director of Intelligence 
is responsible for representing the War De- 
partment on intelligence and counterintelli- 
gence matters with other departments of the 
Government and with foreign governments. 


13. Director of Organization and Training. 
—The Director of Organization and Training, 
War Department General Staff, will exercise 
General Staff direction of the organization, 
mobilization, demobilization, and training of 
all components of the Army of the United 
States. Except for individual training, he is 
primarily concerned with matters relating to 
units as distinguished from the primary in- 
terest of the Director of Personnel and Ad- 
ministration in matters relating to individu- 
als. 


14, Director of Service, Supply, and Pro- 
curement.—The Director of Service, Supply, 
and Procurement, War Department General 
Staff, will exercise General Staff responsibil- 
ity for all matters of service, supply, and 
procurement pertaining to the Army. The Di- 
rector of Service, Supply, and Procurement 
reports to the Chief of Staff on matters per- 
taining to service and supply. On procure- 
ment and related matters, he is under the di- 
rection of the Under Secretary of War. The 
Director of Service, Supply, and Procure- 
ment is responsible for.—

15. Director of Plans and Operations.— 
The Director of Plans and Operations, War 
Department General Staff, is responsible for 
the formulation, development, direction, su- 
pervision, and coordination of strategic and 
operational plans, current and future, for the 
Army. He exercises General Staff supervision 
and direction of strategic and operational 
matters relating to overseas and major com- 
mands, including activities concerning loca- 
tions and armament of coast and land forti- 
fications and of emergency plans and opera- 
tions for the use of Army troops in domestic 
disturbances, Without vitiating the primary 
interests of other general staff directors in 
their respective fields of responsibility, he 
coordinates all policies and directives and 
changes thereto, including allocation of re- 
sources, affecting strategic, operational, and 
political matters relating to oversea and ma- 
jor commands, He estimates the current situ- 
ation to determine military policy, objectives, 
and major elements of requirements and 
means. He provides representation on various 
boards and committees concerned with stra- 
tegic and operational planning. As Senior 
Army Planner, he supervises and coordinates 
the war planning activities of the general staff 
directors and the major commands and fur- 
nishes guidance on current and future plans 
and operations. He develops and keeps cur- 
rent the future and operational plans involv- 
ing the Army in conjunction with appropriate 
joint agencies. He reviews and recommends 
action to the Chief of Staff on joint and com- 
bined papers and initiates War Department 
execution of approved papers of joint and 
combined agencies, the State-War-Navy Co- 
ordinating Committee, the Air Coordinating 
Committee, and other similar agencies. 


16. Director of Research and Development. 
—The Director of Research and Development, 
War Department G neral Staff, has primary 
War Department interest in the application 
of national scientific resources to the solution 
of military problems. He is the adviser to the 
Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff on all 


War Department matters relating to research 


and dev lopment. He has over-all War De- 
partment responsibility for the initiation, al- 
location, coordination, and progress of re- 
search and development programs. He is also 
charged with bringing about the expeditious 
d‘monstration of new or improved weapons, 
military equipment, and techniques of their 
employment to the using services.

for military personnel. He supervises the exe- 
eution of information and education pro- 
grams, but in so doing does not engage in 
operations or administrative duties where an 
agency exists for that purpose. 


21. National Guard Bureau.—The National 
Guard Bureau, War Department Special Staff, 
is the agency through which the War De- 
partment maintains relations with the Na- 
tional Guard in the 48 States, the District 
of Columbia, Hawaii, Alaska, and Puerto 
Rico, and is charged with the administration 
of approved War Department policies, other 
than those relative to training, for the Na- 
tional Guard not in the service of the United 
States, and the promulgation of War Depart- 
ment directives and regulations applicable to 
the National Guard, including those relating 
to training. 


22. Office of the Executive for Reserve and 
ROTC Affairs.—The Executive for Reserve 
and ROTC Affairs, War Department Special 
Staff, will advise and assist the Chief of Staff 
in the exercise of his supervision and control 
of the Organized Reserves and the Reserve 


therewith, and in keeping the Secretary of

b. The heads of the technical services are 
also technical staff officers of the War De- 
partment.

(2) Preparation of plans, estimates, and 
orders in order to relieve these staffs of rou- 
tine duties.

In their capacities as heads of technical 
services, they are commanders of troops or 
activities assigned to their control and heads 
of technical and supply services, and as such 
have the usual functions of command or con- 
trol over troops, activities, or services. These 
two functions of staff and command, although 
vested in a single individual, are separate and 
distinct in that each involves different re- 
sponsibilities and duties, and the exercise of 
one is not to be confused with nor permitted 
to interfere with the exercise of the other. 

ec. The technical services are supervised and 
coordinated in their activities relating to serv- 
ice, supply, and procurement by the Director 
of Service, Supply, and Procurement. All oth- 
er activities of the technical services are su- 
pervised and coordinated by the appropriate 
staff divisions in accordance with the princi- 
ples governing the relationship between gen- 
eral staff and technical staff as laid down in 
paragraph 5, FM 101-5. The War Department 
General and Special Staffs will decentralize 
appropriate functions to the technical serv- 
lees to the maximum extent practicable. Di- 
rect communication and instruction between 
the appropriate staff divisions and the tech- 
nical services is directed as follows: 

(1) Personnel and administration—Person- 
nel and Administration Division, 

(2) Intelligence—Intelligence Division. 

(3) Training of technical and supply troops 
under their command and the operation of 
Schools for the training of officers and of

32. Army Areas.—The commanding general 
of each of the armies and of the Military Dis- 
trict of Washington will command all units, 
posts, camps, stations, and installations with- 
in the army areas or the Military District of 
Washington, except exempted installations 
and stations, and except units, posts, camps, 
stations, or installations commanded by the 
Army Air Forces. The commanding general 
of each of the armies is responsible for the 
operations, training, administration, serv- 
ices, and supply of all units, posts, camps, 
stations, and installations of his command. 
He is responsible for certain activities at ex- 
empted stations, as set forth in appendix II. 

Note.—For description of the detailed 
functions and responsibilities of the Army 
Ground Forces and the army areas as well as 
channels of command and communications, 
see appendix ITI. 


83. Classifications of installations.—a. In- 
stallations are classified as follows.

(11) Branch offices of the Information and 
Education Division, War Department Special 
Staff. 

(12) Schools and replacement trainiing 
centers operated by the heads of the adminis- 
trative and technical services and by the 
Commanding General, Army Ground Forces. 

(13) United States Military Academy. 

(14) Command and General Staff School.

34. Administrative procedure for address- 
ing, identifying, and custedy of communi- 
cations.—a. Effective as of 11 June 1946, other 
than those matters requiring the attention of 
the Secretary of War, the Under Secretary 
of War, the Assistant Secretary of War, or 
the Assistant Secretary of War for Air, or 
as otherwise authorized by current instruc- 
tions of the Secretary of War, all communi- 
cations and dispatches, including wire, radio, 
cable, and teletype, intended for the consider- 
ation of the War Department General or 
Special Staffs will be addressed to the Chief 
of Staff, United States Army, Washington 
25, D. C. All others, as well as all doubtful 


cases, will be addressed to The Adjutant 
General, War Department, Washington 25, 
D. C. 


b. Where special instructions direct it, mail 
addressed to The Adjutant General will in- 
clude the specific subdivisions of The Adju- 
tant General's Office, the street address and 
the building. 


c. It is not intended to prevent direct com- 
munication whenever advisable between the 
various agencies of the War Department and 
the major commands. In the interests of de- 
centralization, direct communication is en- 
couraged. Major commands may address 
communications directly to the War Depart- 
ment General and Special Staff Divisions, the 
administrative and technical services, and 
other agencies of the War Department, which 
pertain solely to the activities of those War 
Department agencies. 

d. Major commands and oversea depart- 
ments and commands.—Communications in- 
tended for Headquarters, Army Air Forces; 


Headquarters, Army Ground Forces: the 
army areas; the Military District of Wash- 
ington; or oversea departments and com- 


mands will be addressed in accordance with 
AR 340-15, or instructions of the command- 
ing general therof. 

e, Communications intended for boards, 
exempted stations, exempted activities, in 
cluding the Manhattan’ District, military 
missions, and commissions will be addressed 
to the president, commander, chairman, or 
head of the activity according to his title 
and not to him by name. ° 

f. Custody of communications. 

(1) The Adjutant General will maintain 
current files of communicatins received by 
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or referred to him for action and of directives 
authenticated or published and distributed 
by him to elements of the Military Establish- 
ment. Supporting papers essential to an 
understanding of the background of a com- 
munication or directive (or in lieu of such 
papers, a full memo for record) will in all 
cases be routed to The Adjutant General's 
Office for file with the related communication 
or directive. The Adjutant General will also 
maintain current military personnel records 
of the Army, current civilian personnel 
records of specified staff elements, and other 
files incident to the administration of his 
office. 


(2) Divisions of the War Department 
General and Special Staffs will each main- 
tain an office of record for its current corres- 
pondence. Such current files will be cut off 
at regular intervals to facilitate transfer, 
when noncurrent,.to the War Department 
Records Branch, The Adjutant General's Of- 
fice. In organizing current files, the guidance 
of records administrators designated under 
the provisions of AR 15-15, will be fully 
utilized. The Adjutant General will provide 
such additional assistance as may be neces- 
sary.

merged when activities are consolidated. 
Existing files will be broken off as of the 


effective date of consolidgtion or other major 
internal reorganization and new files will be 
established. The old files will be held by 
the successor office or activity for a period 
normally not exceeding one year, during 
which time incomplete cases may be brought 
forward ta the new files.

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Navy Holds Reserve Cruise 


Two 2,200-ton destroyers took 100 
Naval Reservists on a two-day cruise 
through Long Island Sound, Cape Cod 
Canal and around the Narragansett pen- 
insula last weekend to formally open the 
fleet training program of the post-war 
Naval Reserve. 

Although funds for the Organized and 
Volunteer Reserve components will not be 
available until the start of the next fiscal 
year in July, officers and men who will 
help form the New York City reserve em- 
barked voluntarily on the USS English 
(DD-696) and USS Haynsworth (DD- 
700) on 10 May to re-new their seagoing 
skills. 

Preliminary screening of Naval Reserve 
officers and men has begun meanwhile to 
determine in advance the strength of the 
Organized and Reserve components when 
they are activated. Although each Naval 
District is responsible for its own reserve 
components, the Directors of Naval Re- 
serve, in several districts, are requesting 
information from each reservist on inac- 
tive duty to find officers capable of head- 
ing Organized components, and to learn 
how much participation may be expected 
in reserve activities. This screening has 
generally been confined, however, to those 
on inactive duty, while those who have re- 
quested retention may include many who 
will be among the most active in the post- 
war Reserve. 








V-2 Test 


The firing of a 14-ton captured German 
V-2 rocket 10 May at White Sands Prov- 
ing Ground, N. M., opened a test pro- 
gram in which 25 heavy rockets will be 
fired 

Observers present included General. 
Joseph W. Stilwell, Maj..Gen. Everett S. 
Hughes, Maj. Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, Ad- 
miral DeWitt C. Ramsey, Vice Adm.

The rocket, traced by radar, reached 
an altitude of 75 miles and fell to earth 
39 miles from its launching ramp. 

Fired on the same day was a 700 
pound experimental meterological rocket 
developed by the California Institute of 
Technology which uses a new liquid pro- 
pellant. 
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Financial Digest 


Talks were renewed to avert a country- 
wide rail strike, called for today, 18 May, 
after both sides were called to the White 
House by President Truman on Tuesday. 
It was reported that all agreed to carry 
on negotiations concurrently and return 
Friday with a progress report. The view 
of Labor Department officials was that 
the agreement by the unions and the op- 
erators did not mean that trainmen and 
engineers had abandoned their plans for 
a week-end walkout. 

New cutbacks in steel are faced due to 
the coal dispute. Steel producers not only 
will not be able to increase output be- 
cause of the two-week truce but will have 
to make further cutbacks in schedules. 
The American Iron and Steel Institute, 
confirming this situation, announced that 
steel production in the United States is 
scheduled this week at 48.9 per cent of 
eapacity, compared with 58.7 per cent last 
week. On the basis of the 48.9 figure it is 
indicated that the output of ingots and 
castings for the week is 861,800 net tons, 
as compared with 1,034,500 tons last week. 

Senator Meade (D-N.Y.), speaking this 
week at a luncheon of the Mail Advertis- 
ing Service of New York, suggested that 
surplusses could be liquidated more rapid- 
ly by more widespread advertising, con- 
centration on disposal of critically needed 
items, greater latitude of authority in 
field offices, and elimination of unneces- 
sary paper work. The War Assets Admin- 
istration, however, seems optimistic that 
the program of surplus property disposal 
will be speeded up. Senator Meade, who 
is chairman of the Senate War Investi- 
gating Committee, said that the commit- 
tee found that considerable time was lost 
by a procedure in which there was no 
unison between owning agencies in declar- 
ing property surplus and the confirma- 
tion in the inventory of the disposal 
agency of the same items. 

Total loans were off at member banks 
of the Federal Reserve System this week, 
decreases reported being $142 million. 
There were also decreases of $216 mil- 
lion in holdings of United States Govern- 
ment obligations and $373 million in 
United States Government deposits.

May, at a time when the merchant marine 
is returning to peace-time operation. 
Maritime Day will be observed in con- 
junction with Foreign Trade Week, which 
is sponsored annually by the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce. 

In many communities ships, shipyards, 
marine museums and other places of in- 
terest will be open to the public. New 
York, San Francisco, New Orleans and 
Chicago are among the cities planning 
such observances, marking the anniver- 
sary of the first successful ocean crossing 
of a steam-propelled vessel, the Savan- 
nah, which departed from Savannah, Ga., 
on 22 May 1819. 

Maritime Day this year marks the half- 
way point in conversion from global war 
to global trade, as the American merchant 
marine turns toward restoration of peace- 
time schedules. This is being accom- 
plished mainly through the Ship Sales 
Act recently enacted by Congress, and the 
construction of new and improved types 
of passenger and cargo vessels with 
which the United States hopes to estab- 
lish its firm position in the field of 
foreign trade. 

Studies soon to be completed will de- 
termine the size of the future merchant 
fleet. By fixing foreign trade routes and 
determining frequency of service, studies 
by the Maritime Commission indicate 
thus far a need for 4.090.000-deadweight 
tons of dry cargo shipping on foreign 
routes; 2,500,000 tons on coastwise and 
intercoastal routes; 1.000,000 tons of 
tankers in foreign service and 3.000.000 
tons in domestie service, bringing the 
total to 10.5 million tons as a minimum 
ocean-going fleet. Because of the _ in- 
creased speed of the postwar fleet, this 
tonnage will be equivalent of more than 
14 million tons of pre-war ships. 

In a departure from pre-war policy, the 
Maritime Commission will discourage 
domestic monoply by allowing more than 
one subsidized American operator to 
serve suffciently active routes. To assure 
free American competition, the Commis- 
sion will make no objection to partici- 
pation by non-subsidized operators on 
heavy tonnage routes. 

“In peace no less than in war the Mer- 
chant Marine makes a vital contribution 
to the welfare of the Nation,” President 
Truman declared in his proclamation 
designating Maritime Day. Its wartime 
accomplishments, in statistics alone, in- 
clude 5,500 vessels totaling 55,000,000 
deadweight tons built between Pearl Har- 
bor and the end of 1945; 270,000 merchant 
Seamen and officers, including 5,638 
casualties and 581 prisioners; and 733 
sinkings of American merchantmen by 
enemy torpedoes and bombs and marine 
disasters, up to V-J Day.

NG Officer Requirements 

New and stricter policies concerning 
the appointment of officers for the new 
National Guard are outlined by Maj. Gen. 
Butler B. Miltonberger, Chief of the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau, in a letter to Ad- 
jutants General of the States. 

General Miltonberger’s letter empha- 
sizes the need for officers with war ex- 
perience. The policy demands that a can- 
didate for commission must display quali- 
fications of professional and physical fit- 
ness, as well as meeting age-in-grade re- 
quirements as set up by the Secretary of 
War. 

Appointments of officers are primarily 
a prerogative of the individual states but 
candidates must meet standards approved 
by the War Department before they can 
be recognized as qualified National Guard 
officers. 

The initial procurement of officers for 
the National Guard will accept personnel 
in grades of First Lieutenant and higher 
only from those war-time officers who 
have successfully demonstrated their 
ability to assume the duties and responsi- 
bilities of the commission they solicit. 
Warrant officers and enlisted men of the 
first three grades, who may be appointed 
as Second Lieutenants, may be exempted 
from attendance at an officer candidate 
school when their war-time experience 
satisfies the examining boards. 

It is planned that candidates who 
qualify for commissions will receive max! 
mum opportunity for extending their mili- 
tary education by accepting temporary 
duty with the Army of the United States, 
by attendance at service schools, and by 
summer field exercises. Promotions will 
be made on the basis of length of service 
in grade, demonstrated command and 
staff ability, and an efficiency rating of 
“Excellent.”

U. S. COAST GUARD 








ONTENDING that rank in the Coast 

Guard exceeds service needs the 
House Appropriations Committee on 14 
May recommended reduction in proposed 
appropriations for the next fiscal year, 
from items covering pay, allowances and 
general expenses, by a total of $19,734,- 
000. 

In reporting the Coast Guard Ap- 
propriations Act, 1947, the committee cut 
$9,222,000 from the proposed $81,222,000 
for pay, and $10,512,000 from the pro- 
posed $40,707,000 for general expenses, 


but left other budget items stand as 
recommended by the Bureau of the 
Budget. 

The Budget Bureau had approved 


Coast Guard proposals which anticipated 
467 merchant marine inspection officers, 
2,500 other commissioned officers, 1,000 
chief warrant and warrant officers, and 
approximately 19,000 enlisted men. The 
Appropriations Committee stated in its 
report: 

“Activities, such loran stations, etc., 
new to the Coast Guard since 1940, are of 
such technical nature as to require a higher 
percentage of officers to enlisted men that was 
required previously, but the committee is not 
convinced that it is necessary to increase the 
number in the proportions proposed in the 
Budget. The committee is particularly con-

“In 1940 there were 3 rear admirals and 31 
captains for an organization composed of 12,- 
000 men. In 1947 the Budget includes provision 
for 1 admiral, 17 rear admirals, 15 commo- 
dores, and 138 captains for an enlisted force 
of 19,000 men. Such number should be greatly 
reduced, 

‘* * * If the number of officers is reduced 
sufficiently to obtain the proper proportion of 
officers to enlisted men, the reduction in num- 
bers of enlisted men, which would ensue from 
the reduction in funds imposed by the com- 
mittee, should not be material.” 

A minimum number of officers who will 
revert in temporary rank has been 
published in the Commandant’s Circular 
14-46, which also describes in detail pro- 
cedures to be followed in all future re- 
ductions.

a. Inspection and audit of property ac- 
counts. (This service will be discontinued 
sixty days after the effective date of the re- 
organization). 

b. Supervision of Army Exchange Service 
activities and Army Motion Picture Service 
activities. (Sixty days after the effective date 
of the reorganization, these services will be 
discontinued, and regional offices of the Army 
Motion Picture Service and Army Exchange 
Service are then designated Class II installa- 
tions under the control of the War Depart- 
ment, to render these services on an Army- 
wide basis).
